Our: doctors, 
lawyers, the vicar and a few others 
make up this rather disturbing 
element, but the courtesy of our 
Council allows them to live on The 
Heights as they are all so neccs- 
sary to 2 proper existence, and, 
too, they do impart an old fashion= 
ed flavoyr to things, 


OUR CHURCH. 

As you would expect as being 
only fit and proper, our town boasts 
a cathedral with a bishop, who is a 
nice, kind gentleman, full of fun 
and bonhomie, It is rather strange. 
that he does not’ live on The 
Heights, but then this is not due to 
any fault of his own, but to the 
shortsighted policy of his pree 
decessors. They built the Episcopal 
Palace in a rather low down place. 
The income of the see js not very 
Harge;-and-so-he-cannot-afford-to 
move, and none of the great men 
have yet offered to rebuild for him; 
bot then perhaps they do not want 
him up withthem. As things are, 
however, it is rather nice to be able 
tosay, “Yes, we have got the Bishop 
coming up to dinner, my dear.” 

,Our Bishop does not trouble us 
much, for he is often away visiting 
other parts of his diocese, I sup- 
pose this is only right, though’some 
of us think that he ought to be bis- 
hop of our town only. There’s 
much to be done in the low part of 
the town. However, when he is 
here, we can usually see him in the 
Cathedral at the Sunday services, 
sitting in the back row of pews 
and not on his throne, as other bis- 
hops do, He is a very broadmind- 
ed man and never wears his mitre. 
The dwellérs on The Heights 
object to it as being the badge of 
an autocracy of which they do not 
approve. Nevertheless, it would 
be all right painted. on his motor 
car if he had one, as it’s a little dis- 
tinguished to feel that there is a 

‘ mitred” car waiting outside your 
front gate. 

We are not like many cathedral 
towns with a disgraceful waste of 
churches. We have only. our 
Cathedral which 4s also our Parish 
‘Ghurch. This naturally leads me 
on to speak of our Vicar; whois also 
anice man. He is very quict, and 
has sucha nice way with babies. 
He takes a wedding or a funeral 
beautifully, and so is in great 
demand for these functions. Some 
of our ‘chief men are quite kind to 
him, and invite him out sometimes, 
As Lalready said he js tolerated on 
THE HEIGHTS, Occasionally we go 
to hearhim preach,because we don’t 
like to hurt his feelings too 
much. ButI must say that itis a 
little difficult to find time for this, 
especially as we don’t intend to 


pay any attention to his fatherly j. 


admonitions. 

Iwill not write more about our 
Church affairs because, when Ihave 
mentioned the weddings, funerals 
and occasional sermons, there’s not 
much left.to be said. Imighthave 
spoken of the Committee Meetings 
which are many, but as, in spite of 
much talking, nothing ever comes 
of them, we do not pay apy atten- 
tion to them. 


OUR TOWN COUNCIL. 
' Our present. Council has before 
it one high ideal, and that js the 
rapid development and improve- 
ment of our town. Very laudable 
indeed, isn’t it? But first I ought 
to describe our.town. The low part 
of it, where I live, is very thickly |.

The disciptine of the school has 
been good. The prefects have been 
of, great assistance throughout the 
year, 
STUDIES, 
‘The school year was a month 
shorter than usual this year, and 
the percentage of marks necessary 
to pass was raised from 507 to 607, 
These changes are largely respon- 
vsible for the greater number of 
failures in most of the classes, but 
will, in future, result in increased 
efficiency. In Class 4 eight boys 
passed out of. 13. Four of these 
failures obtained more than 50% of 
the total marks. In the rest of the 
School 69 boys passed out of 81 


‘examined. Six boys in Class 8B 


were notexamined. They are still 
learning the alphabet.
